SALT  LAKE  CITY  (BP)  —  "A 
gold  medal?  What  could  be  bet¬ 
ter  than  that?" 

Tim  Mugridge  said  those 
questions  he  asked  at  the  19% 
Summer  Olympics  brought 
smiles  from  the  volunteers  at  the 
"More  Than  Gold"  booth  in 
Marietta,  Ga. — and  gave  the  vol¬ 
unteers  the  opening  thw  needed 
to  share  through  the  More  Than 
Gold  collector  pin  how  a  relation¬ 
ship  with  Jesus  Christ  could 
inoeed  mean  more  than  gold. 

The  volunteers  had  probably 
done  that  a  hundred  times 
before,  but  what  they  didn't 
know  is  how  that  particular 
seed  of  the  Gospel  was  later  cul¬ 
tivated  to  bear  tremendous  fruit. 

Not  only  was  Mugridge's 
life  impacted,  but  in  a  text¬ 
book  case  of  how  God  uses 
individual  evangelistic  en¬ 
counters,  he  has  gone  on  to 
lead  more  than  20  other  indi- 
viduals  Jo  faith ir\Christ. 

The  story  of  N4ugridge's 
transformation  from  a  disen¬ 
chanted  Mormon  to  a  follower 
of  classical  Christianity  came  to 
light  nearly  six  years  later  in 
Park  City,  Utah,  as  he  discov¬ 
ered  Southern  Baptists  once 
^ain  sharing  the  '^ore  Than 
Gold"  story  with  spectators. 

Mugridge  said  he  first  became 
aware  of  an  entirely  different 
view  of  Christ  during  a  two-year 
experience  as  a  Mormon  mis- 
sionarv  in  Houston.  In  talking 
with  African-American  Baptists 
in  particular,  and  later  even  visit¬ 
ing  their  churches,  he  b^an 
questioning  his  own  view  of  Cod 
and  Jesus  Christ. 

"That  kind  of  opened  my 
eyes,"  he  said.  "These  people  in 
the  South  who  claimed  to  be 
Christians  are  talking  about  a 
Jesus  that  I  don't  know.  It  kind 
of  dawned  on  me  that  there  are 
two  different  Jesuses  —  the 
Jesus  of  the  Bible  and  the  Jesus 
of  the  Book  of  Mormon." 

Mugridge  eventually  left  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  in  1993,  more 
out  of  disenchantment  with  its 
teachings  than  a  true  belief  in 
anything  else. 

"1  kept  getting  a  very,  very 
strong  premonition,"  he  said.  ''1 
just  felt  something  deep  within 
that  something  big  was  going 
to  happen,  and  it  was  some¬ 
thing  1  would  be  willing  to  give 
my  fife  for." 

It  was  then  that  he  had  the 
encounter  at  the  "More  Than 
Gold"  table  during  the  Atlanta 
Olympics.  He  still  did  not  fully 
understand  all  of  it,  but  he  kept 
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Southeast  Baptist  Church  in 
Salt  Lake  City. 

Finally,  in  the  spring  of  1997, 
he  attended  a  church  service  in 
Denver  on  a  business  trip  and 
attended  a  service  for  busmess- 
men  at  a  local  church.  The 


the  pin  and  the  basic  idea  of  a 
relationship  that  could  mean 
more  than  gold. 

His  next  encounter  with  the 
Gospel  came  a  few  months 
later  during  an  evangelistic 
Christmas  Eve  service  at 
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Jhtemational  Mission  Board  (IMB) 
President  Jerry  Rankin  created  quite  a 
stir  the  last  week  in  January  when  he 
released  a  letter  he  had  written  to  Southern 
Baptist  missionaries  worldwide  who  fall 
under  IMB  purview. 

In  the  letter,  the  native  Mississippian  and 
career  missionary  asked  current  IMB  mis¬ 
sionaries  to  sign  an  affirmation  of  the  2000 
Baptist  Faith  and  Message  (BFM)  as  enact¬ 
ed  that  year  by  messengers  to  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  annual  meeting. 

Rankin's  rationale,  as  explains  in  the 
letter,  is  to  address  "suspicion  that  there  are 
IMB  personnel  whose  beliefs  and 
practices  are  inconsistent  with  those 
represented  by  Southern  Baptists." 

"While  we  believe  this  is 
imfounded,  we  do  not  need  an 
issue  such  as  this  to  generate  need¬ 
less  controversy,  erode  support, 
and  distract  us  from  the  focus  of 
our  task  at  hand  at  such  a  critical 
time  of  opportunity  around  the 
world,"  Rankin  wrote. 

Some  people  have  taken  issue 
with  Rankin's  request,  citing  it  as 
ing  over  the  fine  line  into 
alism  —  historically  antitheti¬ 
cal  to  Baptists. 

A  creed  is  defined  in  Webster's 
Ninth  New  Collegiate  Dictionary  as, 
"a  brief  authoritative  formula. of 
religious  belief;  a  set  of  fundamental  beliefs; 
also  a  guiding  principle."  Creedalism,  by 
extension,  describes  a  system  of  required 
compulsory  adherence  to  the  contents  of  a 
creed  if  one  wishes  to  be  part  of  the  organi¬ 
zation  tfiat  espouses  that  creed. 

In  other  words,  creedalism  occurs  when 
a  person  who  wishes  to  be  in  a  particular 
group  is  required  to  formally  agree  to  the 
creed  of  that  group  if  he/she  wants  to 
remain  a  member  in  good  standing. 

Creeds  and  creedal  authority  have  been 
around  as  long  as  there  has  been  relimon, 
and  certainly  as  long  as  people  have  split  off 
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into  groups  with  mutual  interests. 

Cree^lism  is  by  no  means  limited 
to  Christianity  or  religion  in  general, 
but  the  ccMwept  does  seem  to  occur 
fi^uendy  in  religious  circles. 

^ptists  have  been  adamantly 
opposed  to  creedalism,  virtually 
since  the  beginnings  of  our  faith. 

Baptists  through  the  years  refused 
to  agree  to  creeds,  and  some  of 
them  paid  with  their  lives.  It' s  safe 
to  say  that  anti-creedalism  is  a 
benchmark  of  the  Baptist  faith.  We 
don't  like  anything  that  remotely 
resembles  a  creed. 

That's  why  the  question  has 
been  raised  as  to  whether  mission¬ 
aries  are  being  asked  to  sign  what 
amounts  to  a  creedal  statement  in 
order  to  stay  on  the  mission  field

The  difference  is  significant  to  Rankin, 
who  doesn't  see  the  BFM  as  being 
imposed  on  anyone  due  to  his  letter.  He 
also  told  the  state  Baptist  newspaper  edi¬ 
tors  that  anyone  who  feels  they  cannot 
give  such  an  affirmation  will  counsel  with 
tneir  regional  leaders. 

What's  the  next  step  if  counseling  do^- 
n't  work?  Rankin  told  this  writer  after  the

Immediately  the  father 
appeared  agitated,  "That's 
impossible;  my  work  depiends  on 
it,"^he  said.  After  more  conversa- 
ticxi  diey  left.  I  was  not  surprised 
to  later  learn  from  Ted  that  the 
fadier's  agitation  stemmed  from 
his  web  pom  use  also;  the  father's 
secret  was  no  secret  to  Ted.

Your 
accountability  partner  can 
check  where  you've  been  at  any 


A  director  of  a  ministry  to 
sex  addicts  allows  his  pastor, 
board,  and  family  to  check  on 
him.

WD.html. 

Move  the  computer  to  a 
high  traffic  area.  Viewing  pom 
diminishes  when  the  computer 
sits  in  the  family  room.  Avoid 
any  room  where  doors  can  be 
closed. 

Let  teens  surf  only  under 
adult  supervision.  Even  if  the 
computer  sits  in  a  high  traffic 
area,  limit  its  use  to  times  when 
mom  or  dad  is  nearby. 

Get  what  you  need  and  get 
off  the  web.  Browsing  can  be  a 
mistake. 

Stay  off  the  web  at  night 
when  fatigue  makes  you  vul¬ 
nerable  to  temptation.  A  tired 
body  is  a  tempted  body. 
Insomniacs  beware:  Counting 
sheep  prevails  over  surfing 
the  web. 


Randomly  or  regularly 
check  e-mail  transmissions 
and  web  histoiy.

Keeping  the  history  is  a 
must.

Generation  Lite,  a  group  of 
pro-1  ite  college  students, 
artists,  and  musicians  from 
Boise,  Idaho,  held  a  new's  con¬ 
ference  to  protest  the  SLOC's 
decision  to  distribute  the  con¬ 
doms.  "Recreational  sex  is  not 
an  Olympic  sport,”  Generation 
Life  founder  Brandi  Swindell 
told  CNSNews.com.  "The 
decision  that  the  Salt  Lake 
Organizing  Committee  made 
is  appalling." 

Wendy  Wright,  communi¬ 
cations  director  for  Concerned 
Women  for  America  (CWA), 
also  voiced  concern  about  the 
message  SLOC  is  sending  to 
the  athletes.  "This  is  really  irre¬ 
sponsible  because  it's  encour¬ 
aging  the  athletes  to  be 
promiscuous,"  Wright  said.

ASSIST  bJews  Service,  "There  is 
a  well-ifhearsed  plan  for  vio¬ 
lence  against  churches  and 
evangelists"  in  the  sprawling 
sub-continent  inhabited  by  one- 
sixth  of  the  world's  population. 

In  1997,  a  Jesuit  priest  from 
Belgium  named  Father  Thomas 
was  killed  hy  Hindu  nationalists 
disguised  as  police  officers.  The 
same  year, ’.another  priest  was 
severely  b^ten  and  paraded 
naked  tnrough  the  streets  by  mil¬ 
itants  —  alF  within  view  of  the 
police,  according  to  Freedom 
House  in  Washington  D.C.  Two 
years  later,  an  Australian  mis¬ 
sionary  and  his  two  sons  were 
burned  to  death  in  their  van  by 
Hindu  extremists.  More  than 
100  incidents  of  violence  have 
been  documented  against 
Christians  since  1998,  including 
the  rape  of  four  nuns  and  one 
nun  shot  in  the  face.  Many 
Christians  were  injured,  killed, 
or  left  homeless  by  such  attacks. 

In  addition  to  religious  perse¬ 
cution,  Indian  society  is  be^t  by 
other  deeply  rooted  social  prob¬ 
lems.  The  New  York  Times  report¬ 
ed  that  one-third  of  the  elected 
officials  in  India's  most  populous 
state  have  criminal  backgrounds. 
India's  judicial  system  has  a  log¬ 
jam  of  30  million  unheard  cases, 
and  the  system  is  considered  off- 
limits  to  the  poor.  The  army  and 
police  have  been  accused  of  tor¬ 
ture  and  arbitrary  disappear¬ 
ances,  particularly  against  low- 
caste  members  of  society.  Female 
convicts  are  often  raped  while  in 
custody,  according  to  Freedom 
House.
